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Deſires are as inſatiable as his Ambition boundleſs ; 
having for a long time Aſpired to an Univerſal 


his pernicious Deſigns, then by carrying his Arms into the 
very bowels of the Empire; there by the aſſiſtance of a 


Faithleſs Elector, whom partly by Gold, and partly by 
French Promiſes, he had ſo ſeduced that without auy Provo. 
cation from the Emperor, he declar'd for the French King; 


by whoſe Allurements, mix'd with flattering Ambition of 


enlarging his own Territories; join'd his Forces with 
_ thoſe of his new Ally, and proſecuted a Rebellious aud 
Bloody War in the Heart of the Empire.

E WI S the XIV. the preſent French King, whoſe 


| — Monarchy, which moſt evidently appear'd by his 
violently placing his Grandſon, the Duke of Anjou, in Poſſeſ- 
ſion of the Spaniſb Throne, and ſeizing on the Dominions 
thereunto belonging, the undoubted Right of the Honſe of 
Auſtria; knew no means more like to compaſs and effect 
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The French King being ſenſible of the mighty Ad- 
vantage, ſo great a Diverſion in the Empire gave him, 
neglected no opportunity of ſending thither continual 
Succours and great Remittances of Money, tho' at the 
moſt expenſive charges imaginable. England therefore 
enraged at theſe Proceedings, and no longer able to hear 
the Empire torn and ravag d by one of its own Members; 
having made an Alliance with the Emperor, the King of 
Portugal, the States of Holland, reſolved not only to ſtop 
the French Progreſs in thoſe Parts, but to drive the French 
Forces out of Germany, and to bring the EleQtor of Bavaria 
to Reaſon. In Prolecution of this Deſign, John Duke 
of Malborough, Captain-General of the Britith Forces, by 
command of the Queen bf England, being attended by his 
Brother General Churchill, Licutenaat-General Lumley, the 
Earl of Orkney and ſeveral other General- Officers, Em- 
| bark'd at Harwich on the 19th. of April 1704. N. S. in the 
Morning. About Noon the whole Fleet ſail'd, conſiſting 
ol four Yatchts and many tranſport Ships, having on board 
Colonel Lalo's, Col. Stringer's, Sir Richard Temples, and 
Col. Evans's Regiment of Foot, and a Squadron of Col. 
Cadogan s Regiments of Horſe, and four Troops of Dra- 
goons, under Convoy of four Men of War, commanded 
by the Rear-Admiral Mhetſtone. Who in his paſſage took 
a {mall French Privateer of fix Guns, and aſter having Con- 
voyed this Fleet ſafe into the Maeſe, return'd to England 

to Convoy over more Forces for this Expedition; and on 
the 21/t. about Noon the Duke with the other Generals 


landed at Maeſland Sluys, and in the Evening came to the 


Hague, where, upon his ſafe Arrival, he received the uſual 
Compliments from all the Foreign Miniſters, General Of- 
ficers and other Perſons of Quality. Having reſted the 
next day, he was on the 234. attended by a Deputation 
ſrom the States General, who were a conſiderable time in 
Conlerence with him, to concert proper meaſures for the 
opening the enſuing Campaign ; that day the One or-

der'd part of the Garriſons of Leige and Maeſtricht, with the 


Troops canton d for ſome time in that Neighbour-hood, 


conſiſting of Seventy and three Squadrons and about 


Forty Battalions, to Rendezvous on the riſing ground of 
Loon between Liege and Maeſtricht, and to encamp with 


with their Left at the Village of Harcourt, and their 


Right near the River Faar, The Troops in Garriſon like- 


wiſe in thoſe parts had Orders to hold themſelves in a rea- 


dineſs to March by the firſt of May following, about which 
time the Duke reſolv'd to put himſelf at the Head of this 
Army. During this time great Preparations were making 
for a long march. On the 24. of this May, there was 
another long Conference between the Duke and the De- 


puties of the Sates-General, wherein the Duke declared his 


Reſolutions of marching to the Meſelle as what might moſt 

conduce to the Advantage of the Conſedracy, and the An- 
noyance of the Common Enemy; and therewithal told 
them that he did not doubt, upon their Report of this matter 


to the States- Gen. but they would readily concur with him, 
and join their Forces with Her Majeſty of Great Britain's, 


in ſo glorious a Cauſe. Alter a days Conſideration of what 
the Duke had propoſed. On the fourth in the Morning 


there was another Conference between the Duke, the 
States-General and the Council of State, wherein all Affairs 


relating to the opening of the Campaign, and what was 
remaining to be concerted between them were happily de- 


termind and adjuſted. After which the Duke took his leave 
of them, and on the 57h. at Night, went in a Yatcht to 


Utrecht, where next Morning his Coaches met him and 
carry'd him that Evening to Yortz, a Seat belonging to the 
Earl of Albemarle; from whence he proceeded towards Rare 
mond, giving Orders for the Exgliſb Troops and other 


Forces poſted there-abouts to join and march towards 


Coblentx. On the 8th. the Duke came to Ruremond, where 
he was faluted with a triple Diſcharge of the Cannon, and 
complimented by the Biſhop and Magiſtrates of the Place, 
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who met him ſome diſtance from the Town. Here the 
Duke gave the neceſſary Orders this Evening for the build- 
ing of a Bridge, over which the Engliſb Troops, and others 
deiigned {or the Moſelle, were to paſs ; during which time 
the Engliſh Troops and the others, deſigned tor this Expe- 
dition, drew together near Boiſleduc, under the Command 
of General Churchil, in order to proceed on their March 
to Ruremornd, On the roth. about Noon, the Duke came 
to Maeftrich?, where he had the ſame Honours paid him as at 
Ruremond. And now the Forces being Arrived and En- 
camped near this Place, Monſieur Auverquerque, Velt. Mareſ- 
chal of the Datch Forces, with ſeveral other General. Ofi- 
cers of the Army, came from the Camp to wait on him: 
Where after the uſual Compliments being paſſed, the 
Duke accompanied them to the Camp, and review'd the 
firſt Line ofthe Army drawn out; and aſter having dined 
with the General- Officers, he review'd the ſecond Line, 
and then return'd to Maeſtricht. And now the Duke ha- 
ving continued here ſome Days, on the 167h. inſtant, left 
the Army near Maeſtricht, and on the 17th. joined the 
Troops under his Command, with others on their March 
towards Cobleutz. Whilſt the Duke was on this March, 
the Biſhop of Raab, with ſeveral Perſons of Quality came 
ſrom Cologne to Dine with him, whom he very courteouſly 
entertained, During this March, it may not be improper 
to acquaint the Reader what Poſture the French were in; 
who coming out of their Lines on the 12/ of this Month 
from their Encampment near Helſtein, from whence they 
marched to Moxtenaken near St. Tron, making great Prepa- 
rations, and giving out that they intended the Siege of N, 
which appeared aſterwards, tho of no Effect, a Deſign on- 
ly to hinder the March of our Forces into Germany. On 
the 197h the Duke received an Expreſs from Monſ. Auver- 
querque, to let him know, that the day he left the Forces 
under his Command the Mareſchal de Villeroy detached 
eight Battalions and ſixteen Squadrons towards the . 
— ug 
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but that they Marched go farther than Namur; and that he 
verily believed that Detachment returned to the Army 
again, which to him appear'd as if that Mareſchal had Or- 
ders from his Maſter to attempt ſomething of Moment, 
before he abſolutely parted with ſo conſiderable a Detach- 
ment, and that notwithſtanding this Amuſement, he was 
of Opinion, the States Forces under his Command were 
ſuſficient to fruſtrate any Attempt the French ſhould make, 
and ſecure theſe Parts from any Invaſion by them. The 
Duke having received this Advice, was ſo well ſatisfied. 

therein, that with his accuſtomed Diligence, animating 

his indefatigable Troops, he continued his March accor- 

ding to his Reſolution , and on the 21 of May encamped at 

_ Kulſerken; where, after a great Fatigue to himſelf and his 
wearied Troops, he received an Expreſs from Prince Lewis 
of Baden, confirmed with Letters from the Prince of Heſſe, 
Monſieur Buleau and Baron Hempeſch all centring in Opi- 
nion, that the French might force their Paſſage into the 


Electorate of Bavaria, and join their Forces with that 


Prince. The Duke who no ways ſeem'd undaunted with 
this unwelcome News, nor the Fatigues of his long March, 
gave immediate Orders for his Forces to March, and for 
more Expedition to obviate their intended Conjunction, 
advanced with the Horſe, leaving the Infantry to March 
with the Cannon and Baggage after him. Whilſt we re- 
mained in this Camp, we had certain Advice that Mare- 
fchal Villeroy had Orders to March towards the Maſelle 
with 35 Battalions and 46 Squadrons, being the moſt part 
of the French King's Houinold ; whereupon we concluded 
the occaſion of this March of theirs was chiefly grounded on 
Suppoſition they might might have, the Duke of Malbo- 
rough might act on the Moſelle 5 but the Duke having at 
this time received Advice, that the French and Bavariays 
were joined at Villingen, he advanced with the whole Arm 

with all the ſpeed imaginable, to hinder the Ill Conſe- 
quences thereof. On the 234 N. S. in the Morning hy: 
| 85 85 | | | Duke 
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Duke left the Army on a full March, and made a ſlep to 
ſee Bon, and what condition the Fortifications were in, 
and in the Evening returnd to his Army again : At this 
time Intelligence came from Frankfort, confirming the 
News of the French and Bavarians having joined together 
at Villingen: This ſeaſonable and long March of ours pre— 
vented the Elector of Bavaria pernicious Deſigus, which 
was (being creditably reported thro' our whole Army) 
to have Marched in Perſon to Vienna, with an Army of 
30000 Men, and ſo have left the reſt of his Forces under 
the Mareſchal de Marſin. Nothing being more demonſtra- 
ble to all Europe, but that by Villeroy's March, the French 
have exerted their utmoſt Power to aſſiſt the Elector of 
Bavaria in all his Enterprizes, for after ſeveral Marches 
and Countermarches, they divided themſelves into 3 di- 
Min Bodies, the one Commanded by Villeroy, the ſecond 
by the Marquis de Bedmar, and the third by Count Gui/- 
card. The two latter returned to their Lines, but Villeroy 


with his Detachment march'd towards the Maſelle, which = 


afterwards joining with another Detachment ſent before, 
made them 38 Battalions and 54 Squadrons ; the Remainder 
of the French Army, having received ſeveral Reinforce-— 
ments from Flanders, came out of their Lines and Encamp- 
% Co AS a 2” . 
Notwithſtanding all theſe Marches and Countermarches, 
we continued our March, and on the 25h arrived at Cob- 
blentz, to the unſpeakable Joy of the Inhabitants of thoſe 
Parts. Where, beſides a welcome Reception, Mr. Davezant 
the Queen's Miniſter at Frankfort, the Count de Wratiflaw 
late Envoy from the Emperour to her Majeſty of Great Bri- 
tain, and Monſ. D' Amelo Envoy extraordinary ſrom the 
States General, came to wait on the Duke, who received 
them according to his accuſtomed Civility : and becauſe no 


Time ſhould be loſt, they, to ſhew their Reſpects to him, 


reſolved to accompany him a few days March. On the 
26th the Duke went to viſit the Elector of Triers his Caſtle 
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at Ehrenbreitſtein, whilſt the Horſe and Dragoons under his 
Command paſſed the Rhine; the Duke dined with the E- 
lector, and was ſaluted with a triple Diſcharge of the Ca- 
non round the Place. In the Afternoon we marched to 
Baubrach, a Town belonging to the Landgrave of Heſſe 
D' Armſtadt, On the 27th our Foot marched from Coblentz 


and the ſame day the Landgrave came and made the Duke 
_ a Viſit, and this Night we encamp'd at Naſtetten. On the 
28th our Foot arrivd likewiſe, whilſt the Horſe and Dra- 


goon encamped at Schwalbach, Orders being given for the 


Foot to follow the Horſe as cloſe as was conſiſtent with 
the March of the Artillery and heavy Baggage. 


During our Encampment here Lieutenant General Blau, 


Commander in chief of the Lunenberg Forces, came to pay 
his Reſpects to the Duke, who this day received Letters 
by Expreſs {rom the Hereditary Prince of Heſſe and Gene- 
ral Homſpech, giving him to underſtand that they were come 
to Mayence, expecting his Orders. No ſooner had the 
Duke read theſe Letters, but he received others by exhreſs 
from the States. General, to aſſure him that they had given 
Orders for a Reinforcement of 8 Battalions and 20 Squadr. 
to be ſent after him with all ſpeed, from their Army on the 


Maeſe. On the 29th we contiued our March from Schwal- 


bach to Caſſel, being a ſmall Village on the Rhine over a- 
gainſt Mayence. On our Arrival here, the Duke went to vitit 
the Elector of Mayence, and found, at the Landing-place on 
the other ſide of the River, ſeveral of the Elector s Coaches 
which attended to carry him and his Retinue to the Ele- 
ctor's Palace, in the mean time he was ſaluted with a Diſ- 
charge of the Canon round the City; he was no ſooner ar- 
rivd at the Palace, but the Elector, after ſeveral Demon- 
ſtrations of Reſpect to the Queen of England, and his own. 
| Perſon in particular, moſt magnificently entertained him 
with all his Retinue, at a ſumptuous Dinner; which being 


ended and leave taken, a Conference was held by our Ge- 
nerals, concerting proper Meaſures. for our ſurther Moti- 
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On the 3oth the Duke, attended by the Principal 
Officers of the Army, viſited the Fortifications of Mayerce, 
and was again ſaluted by a Diſcharge of the Canon, and 
was obliged to dine again with the Elector, who declared 
he intended to come over the River to return his Viſit and 
view his Troops, but was prevented by bad Weather. 
May ult, The Forein Miniſters that attended the Duke in 
his March hither, having taken their Leaves of him, the 
neceſſary Orders were given to pals the Maine: which be- 
ing performed with all Diligence, the Duke continued His 


March towards the Nectar, which we paſſed over on a 


Bridge of Boats made for that purpoſe, and encamped at 
Ladenberg on the third of June, where we halted for two 
days, in order to give time to the Auxiliary Troops, that 
were to ſerve under our Duke, to come and join us. On 
the fifth the Count de Friſe came to our Camp, to acquaint - 
the Duke from Prince Lewis of Baden, whom he had left 
with his Army at Ehingen on this fide the Danube, that the 
Elector of Bavaria was ſtrongly encamp d near Vm on the 
other ſide. This day we received Advice likewiſe from 
the Count de Vehlen General of the Palatine Horſe, who 
commands the Forces in the Lines of Stolhoffen, that the 
Mareſchal deTallard repaſſed the Rhine the ſecond inſtant at 
Altenheim, and was marching towards Landau, with inten- 
tion either to join the Mareſchal de Villeroy, or oppoſe our 
Paſſage over the Rhine, by reaſon the Bridge the Gover- 
nour of Philipsburgh was making there over that River had 
given the Enemy a Jealouſie that the Duke was marching 
that way. During our Encampment here, the Elector of 
Bavaria paſſed the Danube, and poſted his Forces about 
Jungingen. Prince Lewis alſo paſſed the Danube, and en- 
_ camped between Ulm and Blaubeuren; about this time alſo 
we had certain News that Prince Eugene of Savoy was arri- 
ved in the Imperial Camp, and that the Prince of Heſſe 
Caſſel was marching with the Troops of Heſſe Caſſel and La- 
nenberg towards the Danube. Whereupon Count Wrati/law 
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went from the Duke. to conſer with Prince Lewis of Baden, 
upon the occaſion of the Motions of the Enemy on the o- 
ther ſide the Rhine. And, notwithſtanding all theſe Me- 


tions on purpoſe to deceive us, the Duke reſolved to pro- 
ceed, having given orders for the Foot and Artillery to 


follow us, With ſeven Battalions of the Daniſh Troops and 
21 Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons, that Were marching 
from the Maeſe under the Duke of Wirtemberg, to reinforce 
us with all poſſible Expedition. 7 
We decamp'd from Ladenberg the 6th of June and 
march'd to Wiſtock ; the 71h we came to Eppingen; the 810 
we continu'd our RA to great Gardach ; Geral of Gur 


Auxiliary Troops join d us in our March, the reſt receiving 

Orders to meet us at the Rendezvous at Gidlingen: Tl his 
day, the Foot and Artillery under General Churchil, paſs 2 
the Neckar at Heidelberg, in order to continue their March 


to the general Readezyous. During our Encampment at 


great Gardach, the Baron de Staftero!, Grand Marital to 


the Duke of Wirtemberg, came to Compliment the Duke 


of Malborough, in the Name of the Duke his Maſter, and 


to aſſure him that all poſſible Ailiſtance ſhould be given to 
our Troops, in their March thro his Maſter's Territorics. 


On the 97h, the Duke march'd with the Horſe from 


great Gardach to Mondelſheim ; the next day we halted, and 
receivd Advice by an Adjutant-General, who came to ac- 
quaint the Duke, that Prince Eugene of Savoy, and the 
Count Wratiflaw, were on the Road, intending to dine 


with him in his Camp : Some few hours after, the Prince 
arrived at the Duke's Quarters at Mondelſheim, where he 
was received with all the Marks of Honour Jac to his 


| Rank and Qualities. After Dinner, the remaining part of 


the Day was ſpent in Conferences between them : On the 


' 11?h, his Highneſs marched with us to great Hippach, 
- where the Duke ordering his Army to be drawn out in 
Battalia before the Prince, ſurprized his Highneſs to that 


Degree, | that aſter ſeveral Commendations, "be could not

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forbear declaring that he could not expect to find his 
Forces in {0 good condition, after ſuch a long and tedious 
a March, On the 12th we had Advice from the Army un- 
der Prince Lewis of Baden, that Three Regiments of 
Horſe marched from thence the $zh, to the Lines of Szol- 
hoffen; and that on the txoth, 9o0o Pruſſian Forces tollow- 


ed, in order to oppoſe the Paſſage of the French on that 


ſide. One the 137% in the Morning, the Duke was in- 


formed that Prince Lewis of Baden was coming Poſt to his 


Camp; whereupon, the Duke ſent Colonel Cadogan with a 
Compliment to his Highneſs, whom he found at Eſlingen, 
with Prince Lobcowitz his Nephew, and conducted them to 


our Camp at great Hippach. Here the Generals held ſeve- 
ral Conferenees, u herein it was refolved that our Troops 


in the Neighbourhood ſhould join the Army on the Danube 
for fome days, and that Prince Lewis and the Duke of 
Marlborough ſhould each take his day of Command alter- 
natively. While they continue together, the next day 
the Horfe receiving Orders to march forthwith, whilſt the 


Duke ſtaid in the Camp, to entertain at Dinner Prince 


Lewis of Baden and Prince Eugene of Savoy; after which 


the former return d to his Army on the Panube, and the lat- 


ter went Poſt for . to command the Army on 
the Rhine. As ſoon as theſe two Princes were gone, the 
Prince of Heſſe, with Monſ. Bulau and the Baron de Hom- 


peſeb came and gave the Duke an account that their Troops 


were all in the Neighbourhood, ready to march to the ap- 


Pointed Rendezvous. All things therefore being in a Rea- 


dineſs, on the 16th rhe Duke march'd with the Horſe from 
Eberſpach to Groſs-ſeinſen ; the Auxiliary Troops marching 


at the ſame time in two bodies, under the Command of the 
Prince of Heſſe and Monſ. Bulau, and encamping at fome 


diſtance from us, but difpers'd in fuch a manner that the 
whole might be able to join Prince Lewis of Baden in one 


day's March, if he ſhould chance to make any Motion with 


his Army towards us. This day the Duke had advice from 
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Ulm, that the Elector of Bavaria was, on the 1 5h, on a 
full March with a conſiderable Detachmenr, but uncertain 
to what place, On the 187%, a Deferter inform'd us that 
ſome Regiments of Bavarians were daily paſſing the 
Danube. By this time the Exgliſp Foot and Artillery being 
advanced as lar as Blockingen. Orders were ſent to the Da. 
iſh Troops to haſten their March. Now the Grand. Mar- 
ſhal to the Duke of Wirtemberg received advice from Ulm, 
that the reſt af the EleQor's Army had paſſed the Danube, 
and that he had put his heavy Baggage into the City. On 


the 19th we had an account from the Rhine, that on rhe 
13th the Mareſchals Villeroy and Tallard had a long Confte- 
rence at Landau, but had not undertaken any thing as ver. 


On the 20th Prince Eugene was joined by the Pruſſia 
Troops, which made his Army on the Rhine 30000 t:rong. 


The 21/# the Duke of Marlborough decamped from Grofſ- 
ſeinſen, and on his March was joined by the Auxiliary 
Troops, and then encamped between Launſheim and Uping. 
On the 224 the Duke made a Motion, in order to join 
Prince Lewis of Baden at Weſtertetten, where the Right 


Wing of our Army then lay. About this time Prince EA. 


gens of Savoy having deſir d of the Duke a farther Reinforce- 
ment af Troops for the Security of the Rhine and the Lines 
of Stothaffen, the Duke thereupon ſent General Scholten with

nued in our Camp near Launſpeim, to ſcem the Linc of Bat. 


tel. The ſame day the Duke reviewed the 12 Regiments 
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0 of Foot that came into theſe parts laſt verr, under the 


Command of General Goore, as allo the four Battalions of 


the Duke of Wirtembergs Troops in the Shes Services 5 
which appearing to be compleat and in very gaod order, 
| 2 . 
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The next Day being the 24, we marched from Laun- 
ſheim to Weſtertetten, and encamped with our Right at 
Elchingen near the Danube, and with cur Left at Langenaw; 
alter a Days halt we marched again, and encamped with 
our Right at Herbreſting, and our Left at Gingen on the 
River Brentz, within two Leagues of the Elector of Bava- 
ria's Army; which then lay between Dillingen and Lawin- 
gen, with the Brextæ between the two Armies. 
Upon our approach, the Elector orderd ſeveral Re- 
doubts to be erected along the River Brentæ, to diſpute the 
Paſſage of the ſame.

The 3oth the Army 
marched from that Camp, and encamped in the Evening, 
the Right near Lonhauſen, and the Left towards Balmerſ- 
hoffen. The 1/4 of July we continued our March, in ſight 
ot the Enemy's Entrenchments at Dillingen; and encamped 


with our Right at Amerdighen, and our Left at Onderingen; 


the Elector of Bavaria judging by our March, that the 
Duke intended to attack Donawert, made a Detachment of 
his beſt Troops to reinforce Count D' Arco, who was poſted 
at Schellenberg, near that place, where he caſt up great 
Entrenchments, and employed ſome Thouſands of Pio- 
neers for ſeveral Days, to perfect thoſe Works which 
covered Doxawert : But notwithſtanding the ſame, and the 
Number of Troops that defended them, the Duke of Marl- 
borough reſolved to attack the Enemy : And on the 2d of 
July N. S. about 3 in the Morning the Duke advanced ac- 
cordingly, with a Detachment of 6000 Foot, and 30 Squa- 
drons of the Left Wing of our Army; together with Three 
Regiments of Imperial Curiaſſiers, the reſt of the Army 
following with all poſſible diligence : But the Way being 
| on ad, 
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bad, that Detachmeut could not come to the River Werntæ, 


which runs by Donawert, till about Noon; ſo that twas 
Three of the Clock before we could get over the River 


with our Artillery. The Duke having paſſed the ſame at 


Head of the Cavalry, viewed the Entrenchments, and 
made all the neceſlary Diſpoſitions for the Attack. In the 


mean time, our Attillery began to thunder againſt the 

Enemy; who anſwer'd us briskly from their Batteries, and 
made us judge by their Diſpoſitions, the Action would be 
very hot. Theſe Preparations being over, the Engliſh and 
Dutch began the Attack with the moſt unparallel'd Intrepi- 


dity, and greateſt Fury imaginable. Before the Imperialiſts 


came up, and met with a vigorous Defence; but after an 
Engagement of about an Hour and half, when the Imperia- 
lifts arrived, the Valour of our Forces prevailed, who pos- 
ſeſs'd themſelves of the Enemy s Entrenchments, purſuing 
them with a molt terrible Slaughter to the very Danube; 
where a great part of them followed the Example of their 
Generals, the Count D Arco, and the Elector, and other 
General Officers, who ſaved themſelves by Swimming over 
the River. We took all the Enemy's Cannon, Ammuni— 
tion, Tents and Baggage: we found alſo in the Camp, 
Count D Arcos Plate, with other Rich Booty. The Horſe 
and the Dragoons ſhar d the Glory of the Day, with the 
Infantry; all the Contederate Troops that engaged, be- 


haved themſelves with a great deal of Bravery: But the 
Attack being begun by a Battalion of Engliſh Guards, and 


the Regiments of Orkney and Ingoldsby, they ſuffer d more 


than any others. The Forces of the Enemy conſiſted of 
two Battalions of the Electors Life-Guards, one of Gre- 


nadiers, and eight other Bavarian, and five French Batta- 


lions, four Regiments of Curiaſſiers of 800 Men each, and 


three Squadrons of Dragoons, making in all about 32000 
Men, commanded by the Count D Arco, Field-Marſhal- 


General of the Elector of Bavarias Forces. Lieutenant-

The Duke of 


Marlborough gained great Honour in this Action, giving

Cannot but ſend my Adjutant to your "Tn with 
this Letter, and that he may allo give an Account by 

word of mouth, of the Victory obtained Yeſterday thro' 
God's Blefling, over the Enemy near Donawert ſrom He- 
merdingen, which lies 6 Leagues from Donawert ; and 
having marched two or three Days together ſuccellively, 
we could not clear our Way, or get ready Bridges: but 
the Duke of Marlborough with wonderful Expedition and 
Diligence, had taken care for that, ſo that we found all 
things ready, when we came to the River Werntz, and 
paſſed it Yeſterday near Ubermargen ; the Horſe and Dra- 
goons march d over by a Wooden Bridge, the Ford and the 
Pontons that were on our Van : The Duke of Marlborough 
ordered likewiſe ſome Bridges to be made for the Foot, 
who marched over with all Diligence. Thirty two Squa- 
drons of Horſe marched over in the Van, with the Duke 
of Marlborough at their Head, accompanied by the Here. 
ditary Prince of Heſſe Caſſel, Lieutenant-General Lumley 
and my ſelf; General Boſan, the Engliſh General Wood, 
the Prince of Homburgh, and the eus of Erbach and 
Schuylemberg, the Foot conſiſting of 5850 detachd Men, 
were by the Duke of Marlborough's Order?

ſiſtance, that all their firſt Ranks were killed, but ſpeedily 
ſupplied by others, and your Highneſs's Troops returned 


to their Trenches with as much Courage as they went out 
of them; the Fire increaſed on both ſides, and as often as 
the Enemies Battalions came on, they were repulſed, and 


many of them were killed by the great Fire from our 
Trenches ; ſo that in two hours time they gained no 
Ground on us, and ſeem'd inclinable to retire, without our 


ſuſpecting in the leaſt the following Rencounter that 


happend. 


1 ſent 3 Battalions of the King's Troops, and one of 
your Highneſs's to the Town, with Orders to the Com- 
manding Officer there, to poſt them in the cover'd way, 
where it join d the Entrenchment, from whence they might 
have made ſuch a Fire, that we ſhould have been well 
enough cover'd on the Left, where we had only 3 weak 


Battalions ; but my Command was not obey'd, and the 
Enemy being aware of this, broke into the Entrenchments 


before I had notice of it, ſo that I came thither too late, 
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with two Squadrons of Dragoons ; there was nothing then 
leſt me to do, but to think of returning to prevent my be- 


ing encompals'd ; your Highneſs's Troops endeavour'd to 


eſcape by the Bridge on the Danube, and the Gate of the 


Town next to the Danube, but the Bridge was, to our great 


Misfortune, unhappiiy broke down by the Croud, and the 
Gate was kept ſhut by the Governour's Command a long 
time, tho ] defird that it might.be open'd, and ſent him 
notice, that | was on the Leſt with the retiring Troops; a 

Regiment of Dragoons coming thicker on Foot, made a 
brave Reſiſtance, and kept the Enemy off, till the reſt re- 
tir'd with conveniency. „ Ee 

\ Thoſe on the Right being too far from the Town, and 

knowing the Bridge was broke, retir'd towards the Wood 

of Neuburgh ; their Commanders ſnewing as much Gallan- 
try in the Retreat, as they had done in the Fight, and re- 
tir d without Loſs, tho the Enemy purſued them to the firſt 

Wood, but finding they could not overtake them, re- 

turn d to their Body; fo that I dont believe that in this 

Action (wherein the Foot ſuffered moſt, and the Enemy 

has had a great Loſs) there fell above 505 of the King's 


Troops and your Electoral Highneſs's, and about 400 were 


Wounded, moſt of whom are efcaped to the City ; but 


the greateſt Lois, of which I can never enough bewail, is 


that of the great number of Officers of both Nations. One 


Letter is not enough to contain the Praiſes of thoſe that 
deſerve it; but I aſſure your Electoral Highneſs, that not 


one Officer or Soldier f2i1d of what could be wiſhd or ex- 


pected from them on this Occaſion; and particularly the 


Regiment of Bear, and the Battalion of Nivernois, who did 


all that was poſſible in the Battel, and retir d through the 
Town with their Bayonets in their Pieces, tho the Enemy 


was on their Flank. They were led by the Marquis dc 


Montandre, who gave great Proofs of his Conduct and 
Courage.

On the 5th our whole Army paſſed the Danube, over ſe- 
veral Bridges made for that purpoſe near Donawert, and 
encamped 11 the Elector of Bavarias Coùntrey, where we 
found moſt of the Enemies Pontons there, and a great 
quantity of Meal in Casks, which they had not time 
to carry off, And this day we had Advice, that the 
Elector himſelf was retired to Munick, and his Army 
lay encampd on the other fide the Lech, near Augs- 
bargh ; and the Daniſh Horſe Commanded by the Duke of 
Wirtemherg, encamped on the Schellenberg, and on the 6th 
paſſed the Danube, and marched to the Ground appointed 
for them in our Camp: This Day, by the Duke's Order, 
was appointed a Day of Thankſgiving through the whole 
Army, for the Succeſs wherewith it pleaſed God to bleſs 
us, Prince Lewis likewiſe ordered Je Deum to be ſung in 
luis Camp, and all the Towns adjacent, on the fame oc- 
caſion; this day, hkewiſe Count Palj arrived in our Camp, 
with a Compliment from Prince Eugene of Savoy, to our 
Duke upon his late Victory. On the 77h the Count de 
Frize, with a Detachment of 4000. Men and 12 Pieces of 
Cannon, was order'd to make preparations for paſſing over 
the Lech near Gindertingen, which being finiſhed the ſame 
Evening ; the next Morning he marched over without 
any oppoſition from the Enemy, and took Poſt in the 
Country of Bavaria; the ſame day they were reinfore'd 
with 6000 Men more, our whole Army. at the fame time 
encamped with the Right at Hamler, and the Left at Gin.

The Enemy had no ſooner received notice of our Troops 
paſſing the Lech, but the Gariſon of Neuburgb marched out 
and retired to Ingolſtad, whereupon our Duke order'd a 
Detachment of Dragoons to take poſſeſſion thereof, Not-

to march with 30 Squadrons of Impe 
Prince Eugene, to prevent the Enemies march, and to let 
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withſtanding our Forces were in the Country of Bavaria, 


the Enemy ſeem d reſolved to keep poſſeſſion of Rain, a 
ſmall but ſtrong Town, about half a league on the other 


ſide the Lech; whereupon our Duke order d that to be at- 


tack'd, and 1v000 Men out of our Army to pets the River 


at the fame time. This day a Party oi German Horſe 
brought to our Camp a French Colonel ot + oct, whom. 


they had taken Priſoner in Bavaria, his whole Party de- 
ſerting him on the firſt firing of our Men. On the 9 in 


the Aſternoon Count Styrum died of his Wounds. On the 


Toth our whole Army decamped from Ginderkingen, paſſed 


the Lech, and came with the Right to Srauda and the Left 
to Buckhaim in the very heart of the Elector's Country. 
This day Orders were given for 9 Battalions and 15 Squa- 


drons to relieve the 10000 Men that paſſed over the River 
the day before, and join the Count de Friſe, under whoſe 
command Rain was cloſely beſieged. On the 117h our Ar- 
my having made a motion to favour an Attack, rhe Artil- 


lery being arrived, we opened our Trenches, and the next 


morning, the Batteries being finiſh'd, we fired on the Town. 
This day the Count de Vehlen, General of the Palatine 
Horſe, came to our Camp from Prince Eugene of Savoy, to 
- acquaint us that Villeroy and Tallard paſſed the Rhine above 
Fort Hiel, giving out they intended to ſuccour the Elector 


of Bavaria, (which we did not doubt but one of them at 


leaſt would attempt) and thereupon deſired ſome Forces 


from us to oppoſe their Deſigns. The Duke of Malborough 


immediately gave orders to Prince Maximilian of Hanover

At length, on the x6zh inſtant, the Garifon of Rain per- 
ceiving an Impoſſibility of being relieved, or dreading 


the conſequences of holding out longer, deſired to capitu- 
late; which being agreed on, and a Capitulation figned, 


they 
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they marched out the 177h, to the number of 400 Foot, 
commanded by Count de Merci Brigadier-General, and ac- 
cording to Capitulation, were conducted by a Party of 
Horſe, to the Elector of Bavaria's Camp near Augsburgh, 


at the fame time we took poſſeſſion of it, and Garriſon'd it 


with 400 Foot; we found in it 24 Braſs Cannon, much 
Ammunition, with ſome other Proviſions. On the 1870 


we continued our March, and encamped on our Right at 


Knepach, and our Left at Archa, whoſe Inhabitants at firſt 
ſhut the Gates, and reſuſcd Entrance to our Men; but be- 


ing eaſier mollify'd with good words than to hazard a De- 


nial, at laſt yielded, where al! our Generals took up their 


Head. Quarters. During our ſtay here theſe three days we 


have been erecting egezines. 


And here I hope it may not be improper to acquaint the 


Reader, that the News of the Forcing the Entrenchments 
of the Bavariaus near Donawert, having reach d the Gates 
of Vienna ſpread ſo univerſal a Icy over the whole City and 
affected the Emperour ſo much, who well knew the Con- 


ſequences thereof, that to teſtifie the Acknowledgment and 


Reſpect he had for the Duke of Marlborough, unto whom 
chiefly the Succeſs of this. Enterprize was owing, he ſent

him the following Letter.

And now our Army being plentifully refreſhed , we 
began to march towards Augsburg, poſting. our ſelves in 
ſuch a manner between the Elector's Country and his 


Army, as to hinder the ſending Proviſions to him; 


which obliged the Enemy to quit Friedberg. About this 
time, ſome Overtures being made towards a Peace be- 
tween the Emperour and the Elector of Bavaria, Count 


Wratiflaw was ſent to the latter, ro confer with him, and 


to offer very advantagious Propoſals; which aſter ſeveral 

_ . Conferences, was in a manner accepted of, and ready to 
be Signed; when on a ſudden, his Electoral Highneſs of 
Bavaria declard he had Advice, that the Mareſchal Je 
Tallard was coming to his Aſſiſtance, and that his Honour 
would not permit him to make a Separate Treaty, as long 

as his Ally the French King made ſuch Efforts to ſupport 
him; whereupon the Negotiations broke off, and the 
Count de Wratiſlaw return'd to our Camp. And now the 


Mareſchal de Tallard having paſſed the Rhine above Fort 


 Kiekt, as has been before related, parted with Villeroy, and 


marched with his Army towards the Relief of the Elector; 


and by the way fat down before Villingen; before which 
| BE as loſt between Six and Seven Hundred 
Men, and hearing of the Electors Diſtreſs, raiſed his 
Siege, and marched directly towards Im, without any 
Oppoſition ; which coming to the Elector's Ears, conti- 
nued his Obſtinaey towards all Propoſals of Peace, and 
him ftedfaſt to the French Intereſt. The Mateſchal dc 


Tallard no ſooner arrived at Ulm with his Army, but he made 
a Viſit to the Elector at his Camp near Augsburg, to con- 


cert proper meafures for the Conjunction of their Forces. 
And now the Duke of Marlborough, deſpairing of any Ac 


commodatioa 


commodation,with the Elector (it being thought impra- 
cticable to attack the Bavarians again in their ſtrong En- 
trenchments) ſent out a body of Horſe to deſtroy the Coun- 
try between Augsburg and Munick with Fire and Sword; 9 
who in a few days, returned to our Camp with good ſtore 
of Cattel and other Booty, on purpols to deprive the Ene- 
my of Subſiſtance, and oblige them to quit their Camp. 
This Expedition being over, Duke of Marlborougb, Prince 
Lewis of Baden, Prince Eugene of Savoy and the other Ge- 
nerals, held a great Council of War, wherein it was reſol- 
ved to return towards the Danube and beſiege Ingolſtad. 
Prince Lewis undertook to command the Siege, and the 
Duke of Marlborough to cover it, whilſt Prince Eugene, who 
was encamped at Donawert, was to join the Duke in caſe 
of need, The Army decamped accordingly, and on the 
ath of Auguſt, N.S. that under the Duke's command march. 
ed to Kneback alas Hippach, where they encamped the ſame 
day. About 10 in the morning, the Mareſchal ge Tallard, 
| with about 22000 Men, came to Biberach in order to join 
the Elector of Bavaria, whoſe-Army {till continued at Aug ſ- 
Burg. The Mareſchal, having leſt his Troops at Biberach, 
went to the Elector's Camp, who ordered his Forces to 
march and join the French at Biberach, which they did ac- 
cordingly. On the 57h the Duke of Marlborough and Prince 
Lewis decamped, and marched to Hokenwort, On the 
6th Prince Eugene came to our Camp and dined with the, 
Duke; the ſame day Prince Lewis went to Neuburg, and 
finding Preparations ready for the Siege of Ingolftad gave 
orders for a Detachment of 800 Horſe to march and inveſt 
it. We continued in our Camp all this day, and the day 
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1 following the Duke went out, with ſeveral Generals, to 
1 view the Avenues of our Camp. On the 8 we decamp- 
| ed from Hokenwert,. and marched to Sanditzel, and on the 


gth to Axheim, and this day Prince Lewis of Baden march- 
ed with another Detachmeat of 24 Battalions and 3 1 Squa- 
drons to Neuburg, in order to beſiege Ingolſtadt. The ſame

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day the Duke of Marlborough had news that the Enemy 


paſſed, with part of their Army, over the Danube at Dil- 


lingen and Lawingen ; upon which the Duke immediately 
order d the Duke of MWirtemberg to march with 27 Squadr. 
of Imperial Horſe and 16 Pieces of Canon, and General 
Churchil alſo with a ſtrong Detachment, over the Danube at 
Schonvelt, to reinforce Prince Eugene of Savey, who lay 
{till encamped near Donawert. On the tothe the whole 
Army marched to Schonvelt, where we had inteliigence the 


Enemies whole Army had paſſed the Danube; upon which 


the Duke order'd the firſt Line of our Army, next morn- 
ing by break of day, to paſs the Lech near Rain, the Danube 


at Donawert, and the Wornitz near Donawert; and the ſe— 


cond Line to paſs the Danube near Schonvelt, and the Wor. 
nunitz at Oppermorgen. Which we did accordingly, and at 
nignt both Lines join'd, and the whole Army encamp'd ar 
Munſter. On the 117) in the cvening the Duke and Prince 
Eugene rode out to obſerve the Poſture of the Enemy. On 


the 12th the Duke having notice that ſome of the Enemies 


Troops were moving towards us, order'd our Piquett to 


march; and the reſt of the Army to be under Arms and 


ready to march, whilſt he with Prince Eugene went out a- 
gain to obſerve the Enemy; who ſtill advanced and encam- 
ped on a; Hill near Hocliſtettin. This night the Duke or- 
der'd all the Baggage to be ſent towards Donawert, and the 
Army to be ready to march by break of day, which accor- 
dingly we did; and between 6 and 7. of the clock in the 
morning, Ang. 13. N. S. we faceu the Enemies Camp. 
Immediately after which the Generals ſet about ranging the 
Army in order of Battel. At our firſt coming the Enemy 


were quiet in their Camp, and their Horſe gone to forage; 


but no ſooner did they diſcover us, but they ſeem'd by the 
Noiſe in their Camp to be in great Contuſion, and imme- 


diately fired two Pieces of Canon to call back their Fora- 
gers, and burned. ſeveral ſmall Villages that lay between 
our Army and theirs. About 9 of the clock they hs {ome 
1” anon 
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Canon at our Troops as they were marching to form the 


Line, whereupon the Duke order'd Cannon to be brought 
up and Batteries to be made to fire on them, which we did 
with very good effect. Thus both Armies continued can- 


nonading of each other till about a quarter of an hour be- 


fore one of the clock: during which time the Duke orderd 
a little Rivulet and Morals, in the Front of the Enemy, to 
be ſounded, and where it was found unpaſſable, he caus d 


Bridges to be made in the Face of the Enemy. 
When every thing was thus diſpoſed, which was about 
one of the Clock, the Duke order'd the Troops to move 


and attack the Enemy, which we accordingly did: Prince 


Eugene and the other Imperial General Officers at the Head 


of the Imperial Troops, were on the Right; General 


_ Churchill, the Lord Cutts, Lieutenant-Gen. Lumley, the 


Lord Orkney, and Lieutenant-Gen. Fzgo/dsby, with the reſt of 
the Engii/k and Datch General-Officers were on the Left, 
and the Duke of Marlborough Commanding the whole. 
The Diſpute was very ſharp, and continued till near 5 of 
_ the Clock, at which time the Troops on the Right under 
Prince Eugene, being hard preſſed by the Bavarians, who 
were on the Leit of the Enemies Line, began to give way; 


which the Duke perceiving, went in Perſon there, and or- 
der'd the Corps de Reſerve to advance, ſeeing them himſelf 


paſs over the Revalet, and there Formed them, which put 
a (top to the Enemies advancing any further. The Duke 


at this time in particular, as hikewife during the whole 
Action, expoſing himſelf where there was the greateſt 


Danger, very narrowly efcapd being Shot by a Cannon 
Bullet, which grazed under his Horſe's Belly, and coverd 
bim all over with dirt; inſomuch, that all who faw it, 


concluded him to be daſh d in pieces. 


In the mean time, the Engliſh and Dutch Troops gained 


ground upon the Frexch , and ſoon after obliged their 
Horſe to retire in great Confuſion, leaving their Foot 
o our Mercy, which were for the moſt part cut to pieces; 
about 
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about 20 Battalions of the Enemy retired to a Village, and 


there defended themſelves with a great deal of Bravery, for 


at leaſt an hour and an half, tho Cannon was brought a- 


gainſt them, and they ſurrounded by our Troops; at 


length great numbers of them being killed, the reft ſur- 


renderd themſelves Priſoners of War. By this time we 


were entirely Maſters of their Camp, and all their Tents, 
Artillery, Cannon and Baggage, beſides an incredible 


number of Priſoners : As for the further Particulars of this 


Glorious Action, I thall not pretend to give any better Ac- 
count, than theſe following Letters from the Generals. 
The firſt was ſrom the Duke of Marlborough to his Ducheſs, 
who after he had been 16 hours on Horſe-back, and in per. 
ſuit of the Enemy, wrote theſe following Letters on Horſe- 


back, with a black-lead Pencil.

A E marched this Morning by break of day from our 
Camp at Munkſter, to attack the Enemy, who 
came within a League and half of Hochſtet; and becauſe 
we had the Danube on one ſide, and an impracticable Wood 
on the other, we had no way to March, but through a 
Plain, thro which runs a River, over which the Duke of 
Marlborough had cauſed Bridges to be laid the day before; 
notwithſtanding this precaution, we could March but in 8 
Columns, and during two third parts of the way, it was im- 
poſſible for us to draw up in order of Battel. We were 
obliged to attack the Enemy with all theſe Advantages 
they had before them a Rzvulet, which was in moſt places 
impaſſable for the Cavalry, the ground being Marſhy, fo _:

vulet, 
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vulet, and Moraſs aforeſaid attacked the Enemy, who ha- 
4 ving on their Right the Caſtle of Hochſtet on the Daxube, 
lad poſted near it their Infantry, which made a great Re- 
* ſiſtance againſt the Engliſh and Dutch; our Cavalry charg'd 
the Enemy ſeveral times, and fell in one with another, 
they repuls d us, and we beat them again, and thus the 
Victory was hotly diſputed for ſome time, but at laſt we 
put their whole Cavalry to flight, and cut off ſeveral Batta- 
lions. While the Cavalry was thus engaged, the Infantry, 
in the Center of the Army, maintained a ſharp Diſpute 
with the Enemy, and the Victory was doubtiul for ſome 
time. Some of the Battalions, and amongſt others, thoſe 
of Goore and Benheim ſuffered very much. Prince Eugene 
with the Imperial Troops, the Pruſſians and the Daniſh 
Foot, attacked on his fide the Elector of Bavaria, and 
found ſo great a Reſiſtance, that the French were the firſt 
routed; and the Elector retir d with better Order, but not 
without great Loſs to that Prince. And the French and 
Bavarians being thus Defeared, 20 Battalions. of the French 
retired into Hochſtet, which being coverd by a Caſtle, 
could not be forced without Cannon: They defended. 
themſelves ſome time againſt the Fng/iſh and Dutch Infan- 
try, but towards Night, ſurrender d Priſoners at Diſcretion 
The Mareſchal de Tallard was driven to the Banks of the 


Danube with ſeveral Squadrons, and being preſſed on by 
our Cavalry, ſurrender d Priſoner to the Sieur de Beynen- 
9 berg, Adjutant-General to the Prince of Heſſe Caſſel, ha- 

1 ving not thought fit to run the Danger of being drow ned, 
24es were moſt of his Cavalry and Infantry, which our 
„ Horſe drove into the Danube; the Marquis de Momperon, 
General of the French Cavalry, was alſo taken with the 
Marquis de Marguon, if J am not miſinicrmed as to the 
„ Name, Lieutenant-General of Horſe, M. de St. Pruange, 
5 and M. Clarrenbeau, Lieutenant-Generals; M. de lan- 
St ſack, Brother to the Count de Roufſy , Mareſchal % 
i Camp; Brigadier Jollie commanding the Regiment of the 
3 | Queen, 
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Queen, and rhe Chevalier de Ligonde, Col. of Horſe, and 
the Marquis  Palliere, Brigadiers. We have taken a 
great deal of Cannon, but I cannot yet learn the number of 
Pieces, and other Particulars ; the Prince of Holſtein Beck, 
Major-General, who arrived in our Camp but the day be- 
fore, was dangerouſly wounded, taken Priſoner by the 
Enemy, and put upon a Wagon to be carried away, but 
their Cavalry being defeated, we found him on the ſaid 
Wagon, having 3 or 4 dangerous Wounds; Major-General 
Natſmar in the Pruſſian Troops was dangerouſly wounded : 
We have all loſt ſome Officers amongſt our Cavalry, and 
of the Regiment of the Count de Erpach, we had his Bro- 
ther, a Man of Merit, killed, with Capt, Whizſontode ; but I 
ſhall ſend a Liſt of all the Officers killed and wounded, 
with all poſſible ſpeed ; the Fight was very Obſtinate and 


Bloody in the beginning, becauſe we attacked the Enemy 


at a great Diſadvantage, and beſides, they were ſtronger 
than we; having 84 Battalions and 114 Squadrons, and 
we had but the number I mentioned in my laſt, to your 

High and Mightineſſes. The Enemy, according to the re- 
port of Deſerters, withd that we would attack them in their 
advantagious Poſt ; but thro God's Bleſſing, the diſadvan- 
tage we lay under, has procur d ſuch a compleat Victory, 
that none can ſufficiently return thanks for the ſame : The 


Duke of Marlborough gave the Orders with great Prudence 


and Conduct, and expoſed himſelf in the moſt dangerous 
Places, during the whole Action; giving the neceſſary Di- 
rections with great Preſence of Mind, amidſt the greateſt 
Fire. Prince Eugene has done on his part, what was pollible 
to be done; and the Hereditary Prince of Heſſe Caſſel, has 
been every where, where there were blows, and has diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf.

Had the Honour to write to your High and Mightineſlcs

Gave you an account on Sunday of the ſituation we were 
in, and that we expected to hear the Enemy would paſs 
the Danube at Lavingen, in order to attack Prince Eugene. 
At 11 that night we had an Expreſs {rom him, that the E- 


nemy were come over, and deſiring that he might be re- 


inforced as ſoon as pollible, Whereupon I order d my Bro- 
ther Churchil to advance at one of the Clock in the morn- 


ing with his 20 Battalions, and by 3 the whole Army was 
in motion; for the greater expedition, I order d part of the 


Troops to pals over the Danube, and follow the. March of 


the 20 Battalions, and with moſt of the Horſe and Foot of 
the firſt Line I paſſed the Lech at Rain, and came over the 
Danube at Donawert, ſo that we all joined the Prince that 


night, intending to advance and take this Camp at Hoch- 
tet, in order whereto we went out early on Tueſday morn- 
ing, with 40 Squadrons to view the Ground, but found the 
Enemy had already poſſeſs d themſelves of it.

On the 15th they 


retired further up the River towards the Iller, and this day 
we repair d that Bridge, as alſo another at Hochſtet. On 


the 16th we continued in our Camp to refreſh our ſelves. 


On the 1774 we had Advice, that the Enemies Troops in 


Garriſon at Augsburg, quitted that Town, and march'd to 
join the Elector, and that the Garriſon of Munick did the 


like. This day likewiſe two Deputies came from Augs- 


 burgh to wait upon the Duke of Marlborough, and to pray 


his Protection, whom he received very kindly, and there- 


upon orderd a Detachment to march and take poſſeſſion

On the 197 the whole Army marched from Steinheim, 
and encamped with the Right at Dantz, and the Left at 
Gundelfingen. On the 22th we advanced to Langenau and 


Ober Elchingen. On the 21ſf we came to Sefelingen within 


an Engliſh Mile from Ulm, where we encamped. I ſhall 
not pretend to give any better Particulars of what hapned 
in this March, than the following Letter which the Duke 
of Marlborough ſent to the States of Holland. 


High and Mighty Lords, op 55 
T Gave my ſelf the Honour to write to your High and 
I Mightineſſes on Sunday laſt from Steinheim. The next 
day after the Marſhal Tallard, with the other General-Offi- 
cers of Note, were ſent towards Frankfort and Hanau, un- 
der a ſtrong guard. We have made the Repartition of the 
other Priſoners, who are ſent into the Neighbouring places 
that they may be the more eaſily guarded, till they are 
ſent away; their number is greater than at firſt believed, 
ſince they exceed 13000 Officers and Soldiers, including 
3009 who have liſted themſelves in the Confederate 
Troops. On Tueſday the Army decamped, and marched 
to Gundelfingen, and yeſterday we advanced to Ober Elchin- 
gen, and this day to this Camp, which is about half a 
League from Ulm. We were informed, a great number of 
Officers have been buried in the Villages, through which 
we marched ; and ſome Citizens of Vm aſſure us, that 
when the Enemy marched from thence, they carried away 
above 7000 wounded, amongſt whom were about 1000 
Officers; they burnt a great many Wagons to ne | 
| tne 


the Horſes, to carry off the Officers upon Brancarrs. 
_ (This is a fort of a Litter.) Our Huſſars, and ſeveral Par- 
ties of Horſe, follow'd them cloſe, who, together with the 


Boors, have killed a great number of the Enemy, whom 


they found ſtraggling. We begin to ſtraiten Ulm, and 
expect the Arrival of the Prince of Baden, who paſſed the 
Danube this day at Donawert, and as ſoon as he is come, 


and that we have regulated what Troops are to carry on 


this Siege, I ſhall advance towards the Rhine, with the 
Forces 1 have the Honour to Command this Morning. A 
Deputy from the City of Memingen came to our Camp to 


deſire our Protection, and reports, that the Electoreſs of 


Bavaria was gone through that place with 5 of her Chil- 


dren, under a Guard of 14 Squadrons, to join the Elector, 


who according to our laſt Advices, was about Dutlingen, 

with the Mareſchal of Marſin.

On the 224 the Governour of Dum ſent out of the Town 


430 Priſoners, which the Enemy had taken at Hochſtet, 


Dillingen, and other Places; with a Compliment to our 


Duke, that he would be pleaſed to take a fitting Opportu. 


nity to return an equal number of theirs, but thoſe Priſo- 


ners being Germans, the Duke ſent them to Prince Eugenc. 


And now the Elector of Bavaria's communication with his 


own Countrey being entirely cut off, on the 23 at Night, 


a Trumpeter came to our Camp, with a Letter from the 


Elector of Bavaria, to the Duke of Marlborough . deſiring 


he would give Conveyance to one incloſed, to the Electo- 
reſs of Bavaria, which the Duke did, by a Trumpeter of 
his own to Munich, where the Electoreſs with her 5 Chil- 
dren were returned. On the 247%, Prince Lewis came to 
our Camp, to conſer with the Duke of Marlborough and 
Prince Eugene, who had likewiſe leſt his Camp at Lavin- 


gen, and on the 251%, our Generals had a Conference to-

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gether, and according to their Reſolutions, the Engliſb 
and Dani/þ Troops, under the Command of Gen. Churchill, 
on the 261), began their March towards the Rhine, by 
diſterent Routs, for the Eaſe of the Countrey, and en- 
camped that Night at Launſbeim; on the 270% we conti- 
nued our March to Groſs-Seiſin, on the 28th to Eberſpach, 
where we halted on the 29th; and this day Prince Lewis 
began his March with the Imperial Horſe ; during which 
time, Prince Eugene was preparing to go to Roteweil, to 
aſſemble the Troops in thoſe Parts, and in the Lines, in 
order to join us on the Rhine: On the 30th we came to 
Greſs Heppach, and on the 3ſt to Mundelſheim, where the 
Duke of Marlborough joind us from the Camp before Ulm, 
having leſt General Thungen, with Orders to beſiege that 
Place, and the Count de Wratiſlaw in that Camp, to re- 
cerve the Electoreſs of Bavaria's Propoſals for the delivering 
up of that Place; where mighty preparations were making 
by that General, for carrying on the Siege with Vigour, 
having under his Command, 24 Squadrons, and 23 Batta- 
lions, with 40 Pieces of Cannon, beſides Mortars, if it be 
not ſurrender d, of which more hereaiter. About this 
time we intercepted Letters going from Duzliugen to the 
French Court, wherein the Enemy own their Loſs to be up- 
wards of 40000 Men, either killed, taken Priſoners, or 
deſerted in the Retreat, which was in very great Diſorder ; 
of this number, they make the Deſerters amount to ſeveral 
thouſands, Much about this time, the States of Holland, 
to teſtifie their Joy and Satisfaction for the Victory at Hoch- 
tet, ſent theſe three following Congratulatory Letters;

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And now the Duke ef Marlborough having received an 
Invitation from the Invitation from the Duke Regent of 
Wirtemberg, by his Grand-Marſhal, to his Reſidence at 
Stutgard, went thither the 1ſt of Sept. accompanied by ſe- 
veral General- Officers, and after a very ſplendid Entertain- 
ment, returned in the Evening to the Camp at Mundelſheim 

where we this day halted. On the 2d. we paſſed the Nectar 
at Lauffer, and came to Groſs Gardach.

On the 6th our 
Army advanced to Kirloch, where we had advice that ſe- 
veral of the Enemies Squadrons appeared on a Riſing- ground 
over-againſt Philips burgh, whereupon the Duke order'd the 
Engliſh and Daniſh Horſe to pals over the Rhine with all Ex- 
pedition, to join the Palatine Troops which Prince Eugene 
had ſent over that morning - they immediately advanced 
towards the Enemy, who upon our Approach retired over 
the Queich to Gemerſheim, and our Army encamped on this 
ide. On the 72h the Engliſh and Daniſh Foot, with the 
Dutch Toops and thole of Lunenburg and Heſſe likewiſe paſ- 
ſed over, where we all joined and encamped on the Spire- 
bach. On the $th in the morning we were joined by the 
Imperial Horſe, This day likewiſe Prince Lewis arrived in 
our Camp from Aſchaffenberg. In the evening we had ad- 
vice that the Mareſchals Villeroy and Marſin with Monſieur 
de Coigny and the Forces under his command, were advan- 
ced to the River Qzeich, and had poſſeſſed themſelves of 
all the Paſſes to prevent our going over that River, and 
hinder us from inveſting Landau. The Elector of Bavaria 
having been at Strasburgh was at this time on a full March 
to join the French Army. Upon this the Duke held a Coun- 
cil of War, purſuant to which our Army, on the 97 early 
in the morning, marched from Spzrebach, in order to en- 
camp as near the River Queich as the Ground would permit. 
But our Generals having advice on their March, that the 
Enemy had quitted their Camp on the other ſide of that 
River, notwithſtanding they had been for ſome days forti- 
fying and palliſadoing all the Fords and Paſles, the Duke 
immediately gave Orders for the Army to advance and paſs 
| over it; which we did that afternoon, the Foot marching 
1 over on ſeveral Bridges which the Enemy had broken ous 
| ut 
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but we ſoon repair'd, whilſt the Horſe forded it over in 
ſeveral places, till at length we encamped with our Right 
at Offenbach near Landau and our Left at Rellen, the very 
Ground from which the Enemy retird that morning. 
This day likewiſe a Party of Imperial Horſe having met 
{ome Squadrons of the Enemy commanded by the Duke 
de Monfort a Major-General, who had been conducting 4 
| Battalions and a Sum of Money into Landau, attack'd them 
and put them to the Rout, killing upwards of ro of them 
upon the ſpot, and taking ſeveral Priſoners, alſo dangerouſ-

On the 10% in the morning, we advanced again to- 
wards the Enemy, who lay all night on their Arms; but 
as ſoon as they had notice that we intended to march, they 


quitted their Camp, and retired in great confuſion towards 


the River Lauter, and we came and encamped with our 
Right at Barleroth, and our Left at Langencandel. On the 
11th we halted, during this time, the Enemy quitted their 
Camp, and paſſed the Lauter, and retreated with great 
precipitation to Hagenaw. This ſudden Retreat of the 
Enemy, and quitting all their advantagious Poſts, having 
removed all difficulties that might have hinder'd or retard- 
ed the Siege of Landau, the ſame was reſolved upon, and 
_ accordingly Prince Lewis marched from hence on the 12th, 
with the Palatine Troops and ſome others, to inveſt that 
Place, and command that Siege, with thoſe Forces which 
were poſted in the Lines, and in the Country of Mirtem- 
berg, who having been engaged in no Action, were freſh, 
and almoſt compleat. The Duke of Marlborough and Prince 
Eugene reſolving to continue in this Camp, and to cover

paired a Redoubt, that was made 2 Years ago. On the

This night a Patroll of the Ene- 
mies tell in with part of a Detachment that was poſted to 
cover the Work- men, but were ſoon obliged to retire with 
Loſs. A Deferter came over to us, and gave us notice, 
that the beſieged deſigned to make a great Sally; where- 
upon Prince Lewis immediately order'd ſeveral Battalions 
to reinſorce the Troops in our Works, but the Enemy kept 
within, firing continually with their Cannon and ſmall 
Shot, as they have done ever ſince the Siege began, with- 
out intermiſſion. On the 187% Monſieur de Martiguey, 
Chamberlain to the Duke of Loraine, arrived in the Camp 
at Weiſſenberg, with a Compliment from his Maſter to the 
Duke of Marlborough, and to beſeech him to take his Ma- 
ſter s Countrey into his Protection. And to convince the 
World, what Terror our Forces ſpread thro all the Neigh- 
bouring Parts; the Count of Oxenſtierne, formerly envoy 
from the King of Sweden to Court of England, and now 
 Governour of the Dutchy of Deux-Ponts, came likewiſe to 
pay his Reſpects to our Duke, who gave them a favoura- 
ble Reception. But to return to Landau, this day and the 
197), the Works were carried on with ſo good ſucceſs; 
that thoſe on the Right advanced within 3500 Paces, and 
on the Left, within 600 of the Counterſcarp. On the 
20th the Troops joined the two Attacks of the Right and 
Leſt, by a Parallel of 1400 Paces, and notwithſtanding the 
great Fire the Enemy made, both with their great and 
ſmall Shot, we had only two Men killed, and eleven 
wounded, On the 21ſt we advanced from the Parallels by 
two Traverſes on the Right and Left, 200 Paces towards 
the Town, ſo that we are come within 80 Paces of a little 
Half-Moon before the Gate of France, and within 200 of 
the Glacis; during which time, with their Fire from the 
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Town, they killed us 5 Men, and wounded 34. This 
afternoon the beſieged made a Salley with ſome hundreds 
of Horſe and Foot, ſupported by a great Fire from their 
Cannons, advancing to our very Works, but in the end, 
were vigorouſly repulſed : and tho they fired from a covert 
Way and their Works for near two hours without any in- 
termiſſion, we had only 2 Men killed, and 19 wounded; 
the Enemies loſs in their Salley being very conſiderable. 
This night we began to erect a Battery of 30 Pieces of Can- 
non. This night likewiſe the King of the Romans arrived 
in the Camp before Landau, being welcomed with a tre- 
ble Diſcharge of the Artillery, thro the whole Army: 
On the 224 in the morning, the Duke of Marlborough,be- 
ing throughly recover of his late Indiſpoſition, accompani- 
ed with Prince Eugene, and ſeveral other General- Officers, 
arrived in the Camp before Landau, to make a Viſit to the 
| King of the Romans, who received him with great demon- 
| trations of Joy and Affection. „ 
On the 234, the Weather beginning to be very Rainy, 
gave ſome interruption to our Works before Landau, not- 
withſtanding which the Beſiegers raiſed a Battery of 30 
great Guns. On the 24th there arrived 34 Twenty-four 
Pounders, 12 Twelve Pounders, 11 Mortars, 100 Hand 
| Mortars, beſides other ſtore of Ammunition. And now 
the Duke of Marlborough having viewed the Approaches the 
Beſiegers had made, which appear d with that forwardneſs 
and expedition of ſuch good Succeſs ; that being well fa- 
tisfied with the Honours and Reception he had from that 
Prince, returned in the evening to his own Camp at Croon 
Meiſſenberg. On the 25th Prince Eugene likewiſe having 
taken his * of his Majeſty, returned to our Camp. This 
day likewiſe, by order of our Duke, 4 Pruſſian Regiments of 
Foot marched from our Camp, to reinforce the Troops 
that were carrying on the Siege under the Direction of his 
Romiſh Majeſty. On the 26th the Beſiegers continued their 
Works without any interruption. On the 27th the Garri- 
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ſon of Landau made a Sally, wherein they killed and wound- 
ed 26 of our Men, without doing any damage to our 
Works, being repulſed with a much greater loſs on their ſide, 
our Horſe purſuing them to the very Counterſcarp. 
On the 285 in the Morning the Duke of Marlborough 
waited again on the King at his Quarters near the Camp be- 
fore Landau, and having dined with his Majeſty, attended 
him to his Camp; where moſt of the Troops that form'd = 
theStege being lately reinforc'd with thoſe that came from 
Ulm under General T hangen,were crawn up in two Lines, and 
review d by his Majeſty and the Duke of Marlborough, ſalu- 
ted them with a triple Diſcharge of their Artillery and 
ſmall Arms; after which the Duke took his leave of his 
Majeſly and returned again to his own Camp, which con- 
tinued ſtill at Croon Weiſſenberg to cover the Siege. This 

Night the Beſieged made a great Fire ſrom the Town, 
whilſt we were relieving our Trenches, which had fo little 
eſſect on us that we loſt but two Men; the three following 
Days were ſpent in carrying on our Works ſo ſucce'sfully 
that we have loſt but few Men in our Trenches, as yet. On 
the firſt of Ofober the Imperialiſts began to play from their 
Battery of 30 great Guns, and in a little time ruined one 
of the Gates of the Town and part of a Ravelin. On the 
24 inſtant the Pruſſians began to erect a ſtrong Battery. 
And now the King of the Romans being willing to return 
the Viſit he received from the Dake of Marlborough, at- 

tended by the Principal Officers of his Court and Army, 
came from his Camp before Landau, to ſee our Troops; 

which our Duke having Notice of, drew up his Forces in 
two Lines, and receiving his Majeſty at the Left Wing of 
his Army, waited on him all along the Line, and falu- 
ted him with a triple Diſcharge of all our Artillery and 
- ſmall Arms. The King being extreamly well ſatisfied at 
the good Condition he tound our Troops in, and pleaſed 
with the Entertainment he with his whole Court and Offi- 
cars had received from our DANG rerares in the Evening is 
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his Quarters near Landau. About this time we had ſeveral 
Deſerters came over to us, who all agreed that the Garri- 
{on of Landau conſiſted but of 12 Battalions, whereof four 
were very Weak, and not above 260 Horſe. 

On the 3d inſtant in the Afternoon, the Enemy Sallied 
out with between 7 and 8 hundred Men; but his High- 


neſs Prince Lewis, being then in the Trenches, gave them 


ſuch a warm Reception, that they retired with precipita- _ 
tion, leaving a Lieutenant-Col. and 4 other Officers, with 
about 40 Soldiers killed on the ſpot ; we took alſo an Ad. 
jutant, and 2 Soldiers Priſoners, without the loſs of one 
Man on our ſide, On the 47h inſtant , the Pruſians began 


to erect a Redoubt for the Neurtey of their Attack on the 


Left, and the 24 Parallel on the Right was finiſhed. This 
Night the King of the Romans, being in the Trenches, or- 
der'd two Batteries of 5 Mortars to play upon the Town at 
eleven of the Clock; which they did with ſo much Succeſs, 
that on the next day a Lieutenant with 18 Men deſerted 


the Garriſon, and acquainted us that we had diſmounted 


| ſeveral pieces of Cannon, and that the Garriſon began to be 
very much fatigu'd. On the 5th we per fected two Redoubts 
tho the Enemy fired continually upon us, and killed us a 
Lieutenant and wounded 35 Soldiers. On the 67h we fi- 
niſhed our Parallel, and continued our Approaches to diſ- 
cover the Enemies Mines, in order to lodg our ſelves upon 
the Counterſcarp. 
On the 72h, the Duke of Marlborough, attended by a 
great many Officers, having left his Camp at Croon Weiſ- 
ſenberg, arrived at the Camp at Landau, to pay another 
Viſit to the King of the Romans and Prince Lewis of Baden, 
with whom he had a long Conference; after which he view- 
ed the Approaches, and a Line of 450 paces, which the 
Beſiegers drew from the Leſt of their Attack to the Canal, 
and another of 150 paces, towards a Redoubt called the 
Lunette. On the 10th, the Duke of Marlborough return- 
ed to his Camp at Croon Weiſſenberg, where the next day 
Monſieur 
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Monſieur Watchl:berg, Envoy from the King of Poland to 
the Emperour, and the Marquis de Prie, Envoy from the 
Duke of Savoy, came to wait on my Lord Duke with Com- 
miſſions from their reſpective Maſters, whom the Duke 
received with all the reſpect ſuitable to their Characters. 
On the 13% two Regiments oi Foot and three Squadrons 
of Dragoons were detached under the command of Colonel 
Huxell, with two pieces of Cannon, in order to poſt them- 
ſelves at Homburg on the River Blize, About this time 
all the Approaches to Landau were carried on to the Foot 
of the Glacis, and the Beſiegers were at work en the laſt 
Parallel of Communication between the Right and Left, 
and finiſhed them by the 7 j ue nee 55 
On the 187h the Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene 
went to the Camp before Landau to conſer with the King 
of the Romans about ſome Propoſals which the Miniſters ot 
the King of Poland and Duke of Savoy lately made to our 
Duke; who on the next day return d to the Camp at Croo 
Meiſſenberg; where we will leave him in his Camp for a 
while, concerting proper meaſures for another Siege, and 
obſerve the Progreſs of this famous one of Landau; where 
the Parallels between the two Attacks being finiſhed, all 
things prepared and ready for a Lodgment on the Glacis of 
the Counterſcarp, near the Palliſadoes. An Attack was 
accordingly begun about one of the clock this morning ; 
which being two hours before the time appointed, and the 
Enemies Defences not ſufficiently deſtroy'd, the Beſiegers 
could not compaſs their Deſign ; but however lodged 
_ . themſelves on the ſalient Angle of the Counterſcarp, with- 
in eight paces of the Palliſadoes, where they preſerv'd 
their Poſt, whilſt their Miners begun the Ground-ſap in 
three ſeveral places; and on the 20zh carried on their Bat- 
teries ſo far as to enable them to ſearch for the Enemies loſt 
Mines; where we will leave them at work, vigorouſly 
carrying on the Siege, and enquire what is doing at the 
Camp at Croon Weiſſenberg; g Cn 
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Where the Duke of Marlborough being apprehenſive that 


the Length of this Siege might retard the Execution of his 


further Deſigns on the Moſel/e, and having advice that the 
Enemy intended to fend a ſtrong Detachment from the Ne. 


therlands and Hagenau towards Triers, he reſolved to pur- 
ſue his Enemy, and to march thither in perſon with part 


of his Forces, and to leave the reſt under the command of 
Prince Eugene of Savoy at Croon Weiſſenberg, In purſuance 
of which Reſolution, on the 20% Colonel Blood, by order 


of our Duke, marched with fourteen pieces of Cannon 
and four Haurbutzers, with a Guard of three Regiments of 


Foot towards Homburg, and the next day was followed by _ 


twenty two Battalions; and on the 224 forty eight 
Squadrons of Horſe were order'd to take the ſame Rout, 
and to join Colonel Blood at Homburg. a 


On the 234, the Duke, having having left ſome Engliſh 


and Lunenberg Troops, with eight Squadrons of Heſſian 
Horſe, under the Command of Prince Eugene of Savoy, to 


cover the Siege of Landau, marched from his Camp with 
the reſt of his Forces, and arrived that night at Wens Weil- 
ler, where he joined the other Forces deſigned for his Ex- 


pedition on the Moſelle. On the 24th the Duke marched 


with his Forces through the Town of Deux Ponts, and En- 


camped at Homburg, where he found the Artillery Com- 


manded by Col. Blood, On the 25th, the Duke order'd 


the Artillery with four Battalions of Foot, and three Squa- 
drons of Horſe to advance towards S. Wendell; for a Confir- 
mation of which, and for a further particular of their

| > Efore I ſet out from Croon Weiſſenberg JI had the 
» Honour to acquaint your High and Mightineſſes with my 
deſign of marching with a Body of Troops towards Triers, in order 
to ſecure that City, the better to ſettle our Winter Quarters on 
the Moſelle ; having in the March received advice that the 
French had order'd jome Troops from their Camp at Hagenau, 
and from the Netherlands, to advance towards the ſame Place, 
I baſtned my March as much as was poſſible through a mountain- 
ous Country, which is in a manner deſart; in order to prevent 
them. 1 arrived laſt Night at Hermerſhell within 6 Leagues 
of Triers, where the 3 Deputies of that City came to me, and 


acquainted me that the French having ſtill zoo Men in the 
Fort, they were apprehenſive of ſome ill uſage if we did not pre- 


went it, This advice oblig'd me to march this Morning before 


break of Day with all the Cavalry and 4 Battalions; and about 
'11 of tbe Glock our Vanguard appearing in fight of Triers, 


the trench quitted the Fort, having thrown their Ammunition 


and ſome Corn into the Moſelle. Our Dragoons purſued them 
to the Banks of the River, and took part of their Baggage and 


10 or 12 Priſoners : They had no ſooner paſs'd the River but 


they burnt the flying Bridge, and in all likelihood would have 
done more damage, had they had time to do it; the reſt of our 
Hoot with the Artillery encamped laſt at Nonweiller, and this 
Day at Rensfelt, in order to join us to Morrow in the After- 


noon. T intend to continue here 4 or 5 Days to give the neceſſary 


Orders, and from thence I ſhall proceed towards Traerbach to 


do the like, and then I ſhall return to the Camp near Landau, 


where I hope to find all things in a great forwardneſs, and the 
Place in a readineſs to ſurrender, I am, 


From the Camp at Triers, Fligb and Mighty Lords, &c.

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And now the Duke of Marlborough being poſſeſſed of the 
City of Triers, ſummoned a great number of Pioneers to 
work on the Fortifications, and having given what other 
neceſſary Directions and Orders were requiſite ; on the 
31ſt of Ofob, went to view the Ground about the Saar and 
order'd a Camp to be marked there, for the Horſe to cover 
the Fortifications of 7Triers, where they encamped the next 
Day; the firſt of November the Duke ſettled the Winter- 
Quarters to the ſeveral Generals under him, and then went 
towards Traerbach, took a narrow view of the ſame, and 
gave the neceſſary Orders for the Siege of that Place, un- 
der the Command of the Hereditary Prince of Heſſe Caſſel; < 
from whence the Duke of Marlborough arrived on the 6th 


at Night, in the Camp before Landau, where by this time 


he found the Beſiegers entirely Maſters of the Counter- 
{carpe, on which they had raiſed ſome Batteries. On the 
7th the Beſiegers had about 60 Cannon firing, in order to 
make the Breach wider on the face of the Counterguard on 
the right, the Miners ſtill continuing the Sap under the. 
_ cover'd Way, both cn the right and left, to make paſſages 
into the Ditch by 4 ſeveral Deſcents, having already pro- 
vided all Materials for filling it up. On the 8th the Duke 
of Marlborough took his leave of his Majeſty, and returned 
to his Camp at Croon Weiſſenberg, this Siege being carried 
on by the Sap, there have been no conſiderable Attacks.

whom he was magnificently receivd, and entertained with 
all the Honours due to his Merit; where we will leave him 
for the preſent, and return to the Siege of Landau; where 
during this time the beſieged had made ſeveral unſucceſs- 
ſul Sallies, and repuisd in each with loſs; till at length 


the beſieged began to find themſelves ſore preſſed, and -

At length 
having remain'd here a few days, during which time he 
had ſeveral Conferences with the Deputies of the States; 
wherein the proper Meaſures ſor the Operations of the 
next Campaign being adjuſted, and all things ready for his 
Embarkation; on the 115 inſtant, O. S. he took his leave 


of the States, and the ſame Evening embark'd in one of 


her Majeſty's Yatchts lying then in the Maeſe ; M. 7allard, 
with the reſt of the French Priſoners, being on board at 
the ſame time in the Catherine and Vill. and Mary Yatchts, 
under Convoy of ſeveral of her Majeſty's Men of War, 
with a fair Wind ſet fail for England, and on Thurſday 14th 
in the morning arrived ſafely in the River of Thames; and 
in the afternoon the Duke came to Whzrteha/, where he 
paid his Reſpects to her Majeſty and his Royal Highneſs 
the Prince of Denmark, by whom he was moſt gractouſly 
received. The M. de Tallard, and the reſt of the French 
Priſoners, remain'd on board till her Majeſty's — Was 
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known, which in two days was determined for their Refl- 
dence at Nottingham and Lichfield; in order to which, on 


Saturday 16th the Mareſchal de Tallard, with the reſt of the 


Priſoners landed at Blactwall; from whence, after having 
been entertain d at Dinner by Sir Henry Johnſon, they ſet 


out in the afternoon, in ſeveral Coaches provided for,em, 


for Barnet in their way to Nottingham and Lichfield. 


And that this ſmall Journal may throw in its Mite, to- 


wards Recording the Noble Actions of our Engliſh Offi-
